Summary Continued: 




► It is important for a community to determine its level of 
vulnerability and create reasonable goals that may diminish 
the risk of a mass shooting in their area. 

► The State of Iowa's core services domain has been 
established as a means to fund the county regions and an 
individual county's mental health services. It is hoped that 
greater access to mental health services will be created for 
rural lowans suffering from mental illness. 

► In the urban environments with greater volumes of people, it 
is important to continue to adequately fund the mental health 
services that impact the community's ability to provide core 
plus services

Addendum #5, Mental Health 



► Mental illness exists in every state, city and neighborhood in the nation 
° 1 in 4 adults experiences a mental health disorder in a given year 

° 1 in 1 7 lives with a serious mental illness 

° 1 in 1 children have a serious mental or emotional disorder 

► Yet fewer than 1 /3 of adults and 1 /2 of children with a diagnosed mental 
disorder receive mental health services in a given year 

► Why: 

► Lack of knowledge about mental illness 

► Stigma of mental illness deters people from seeking help 

► Individuals and families don't know that treatment works or where to 



► When individuals or families seek help, the services are frequently 
unavailable 

► There is generally a 6 week wait to see a psychiatrist or another mental 
health professional 

► Beds in psychiatric units are often times full and many people are transferred 
to other cities where beds are available 

► When discharged from an inpatient stay, follow-up appointments and 
medications are given but people opt not to follow-up or take the 
medications
